whom the buſineſſes of the Terme muſt neceſſarily dzaw together, doth therefoze hereby 
- WF declare His Royall pleaſure to be, That at the ſaid Returne called Menſe, the ſaid Terme be

Caules oꝛ Suits,butthe ſame may be attended and done by their Attourneys. And His Maieſty 
doth hereby further notifie and declare, that no party ſhall be compelled, oz need to appeare in 
perſon in any of His Maieſties ſaid Courts, at any time during the ſaid Terme, but may make 
their appearance by their Attourneies, ſauing only in Caſes of Outlawꝛy, and other the Cales 
mentioned in the Prouiſo hereafter following: And alſo that no Juries, oz any whom the ſame 
may concerne, ſhall be compelled, oꝛ need to appeare in any of Hts Highneſle Courts at Weſtmin- 
ter at any time during the ſaid Terme, foz any Cauſe oz matter whatſoeuer, vnleſſe it bee foz 
ſome ſpeciall and impoꝛtant Caule, foꝛ His Maieſties ſeruice only. Pꝛouided neuertheleſſe, and 
his Maieſties pleaſure and Commandment is, That all Collectours, Sheriffes, and other At⸗ 
tomptants. and all other perſons that ſhould oz ought to accompt, oz pay any ſumme oz lummes 
of money in any of His Mateſtics Courts of Exchequer, Court of Wards and Tiueries, oꝛ of His 
Dutchy ef Lancaſtcr,02 in any ofthem, oꝛ enter into any attompt in any ofthe ſatd Courts, ſhall re⸗

q And Hts Maieſties farther pleaſure and Commandment is, that all Sheriffes ſhall returne 
into His Mateſties Court of Exchequer, Court of Wards and Lineries, and Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
all manner of Wꝛits and Pꝛotes iſſued out of the ſame Courts, and returnable in Michaclmas 

Terme, which in anp ſoꝛt concerne Hts Mateſties Renenues, Debts, oꝛ Duties, at, oꝛ befoze the 
| I dayesof Returnes thereof, into ſuch Offices from whente the ſaid wꝛits and Pꝛotes did iſſue: 
and that all Commiſſioners likewiſe returne all manner of Commiſſions and Ynquiſitions re- 

- WF turnable the ſame Michaclmas Terme, and from the ſaid Court ſent , whereby His Pateſtie 

Eco recetue pꝛofit and commodity : And all Sheriffes, Collectours, and all manner of Accomp- 

ants, and euery perſon that is to pay any kinde of Debt oꝛ Duty vnto the Kings Mateſtie 

| in any of the ſaid Courts; doe either by themſelues, their Deputies oꝛ Attourneys, pay the 
ame, in ſuch ſoꝛt as they ought to haue done, ik no ſuch Pꝛotlamations oz Adtournements had 
deen made ; oꝛ elſe to ſuſtaine ſuch dammage of Iſlues.

And foꝛ luch of His Pateſties Subtects, as baur cavie 0 Dong the Paſter and Councel of 
his Court of wards and Liueries, to make their Compoſitions fo; vdardlhips, and ſuing out of 
Linertes,and other the buſineſſes of that Court, His Paleſties pleaſure ts, that all ſuch perſons 
ſhall gine their attendance on the Maſterand Councell ol the lald Court at Acton, in the County 
of Middlcſcx, on Munday , being the fourteenth day ol Nouember next; And lo from time to time 
as that Court ſhall direct foz diſpatch ofthe bulineſſeofthe ſams Court. 

And His Pateſtte doth eſpecially charge and require, as well the Lozd Maioz and Aldermen 
ofthe Citie of London, as the Juſtices of Peace, and all other Officers and Miniſters within 
Weſtminſter, Middleſex, Surrey and Kent, to take eſpetiall care , that as well the Oꝛders lately pubs 
liſhed by Hts Mateſties direction , as ſach others as ſhall bee found neceſſary foz pzenenting 
the ſpzeading of the Pnfection, bee from time to time ſtrictly put in exetution; And allo, that 
all other the Juſtices ofPeace in all other Counties, MPaiozs; Bailiffes, and chiefe Officers of 
Cities and Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, and other places within their ſeuerall Jurildittions, be carefull 
to do the like, as there ſhall be occaſion ; As they tender Hts Maieſties Royall pleaſure, and 
the tommon ſafety of His Kingdome and People in thele times of danger.
